During the depression years 
world trade declined by 08 percent 
and Canadian trade declined in 
about! the same proportion. Can- 
ada’s wheat exports fell from 407 
tnillion bushels in 1020 to a low 
of 166 million bushels for the ye&r 
1934, These smaller sales piled up 
ungold gurpluets which were 91 
million bushels in 1029 to 203 mil- 
lion bushels in 1084, These unsold 
surpluses weighed heavily on the 
market and reduced price as was 
to be expected, from an average of 
$1.24 a bushel for the year 1920 
to an average of $1 cents a bushel 
in 1084. So it will be observed that 
ag sales declined surpluses increas 
ed and price in consequence de- 
croased, Al this was caused, the 
most eminent authorities tell us 
by the imposition of high tarriffs. 
All this serfously reduced the far- 
mers income; but tariffs algo ro- 
f@uced the purchasing power of 
that emaller income because the 
cost of the things farmers had tu 
buy steadily inoreased. It would 
appear, then, thet there is nothing 
so important for the future wél- 
fare of our farmere as to heave our 
Canadian tariffs sherply reduced.

Northern Fish 


To Investigate The Commercial 
Possibilities Of Great Slave 
Lake 
Scientific investigation of commer- 
‘ial fishing possibilities of Great 
Slave Lake ore to be ended this 
year, the federal fisheries research 

board announced. 

Last year's fishing operaticns at 
Great Slave Lake, the first under- 
taken on a commercial scale in the 
‘North West Territories, yielded a 
eatch of about 1,500,000 pounds. In- 
vestigations made by the board in 
1944 indicated the lake could sustain 
an annual production of about twice 
that size. 

Dr. D, S. Rawson, of the Univers- 
ity of Saskatchewan, who has direct- 
ed previous research at Great Slave 
for the board, will be in charge of the

Observatory in Ottawa, Dr. DeLury | 
said his charts indicate this weather 
for the future: | 
1, The remainder of this winter 
will be colder, with more snow than 
last winter, and each winter from 
now until 1948 or ‘49 will grow pro- 
gressively more severe. | 
2. Next summer will be cooler 
and wetter than last summer and 
each summer through to 1948 or °'49

Authorities Of Hospital In Leeds, 
England, Have Good Idea 

| The authorities of the Leeds Gen-| 
eral Infirmary have evolved a scheme 
for dealing with the problem of hos- 
pital patients who require lengthy 
treatment and thus hamper the hos- | 
pital in accepting new patients. 
| Around the existing hospital near! 
Leeds which would provide accom- 
modation for five hundred beds they 
suggest building a “health village” 
where three hundred and fifty more 
patients needing institutional treat- 
ment but not confined to wards could 
be accommodated. There would be a 
gymnasium and cinema, and work- 
shop facilities could be provided in 
a neighboring ordnance _ factory. 
There would also be a_ school for 
child patients which children from 
outside with physical disabilities pre- 
venting them from attending ordi- 
nary schools might also attend.
